The reply file on 12 October 2006, a response to a requirement for restriction/election, is not fully responsive to the prior OFFICE 
ACTION of 1 1 August 2006 because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): The Examiner's restriction requirement stated that 
Applicant must elect one invention for examination on the merits from among Invention I, drawn to claims 1-13; and Invention II, 
drawn to claims 14-25 and 29. However, in Applicant's response of 12 October 2006 to Examiner's requirement for restriction, 
Applicant elected "without traverse Invention I, including claims 14-25."
